A BOY'S SAD DEATH. 


Went Into the Street to Play, and 


Carried Back a Corpse, 


SELF-EECUTED 
BY ELECTRICITY. 


He Threw a Thin Wire Over a Trolley, 


and Grasping Both Ends at Once 


Completed the Fatal Circuit 


—Grief of the Family. 


ST. Louis, May 10.—Willie Berpr, the 


16-year-old son of Lawrence Herjr, a 
railroad watchman at the Anheuser- 
Busch brewery, met an instantaneous 
death by electrocution at r.!'HO yester- 
day afternoon in front of his home, 
28!.5 south Ninth stveot. He had just 
finished his dinner, and from5 out on 
the street to play with Ins younger 
brother, took a coil of thin wire liom 
his pocket, tied a stone to one end of 
it and playfully pitched it over the 
trolley of the South St. Louis electiic 
railway, which passes directly in front 
of the house. 
As it descended he 


caught the wire-wrapped stone in his 
left hand and fell to the ground a 
corpse 


Befoio he had thrown the stone he 


had fastened the other end of the wire 
tightly about his i i<rht hand, wrist 
and arm. 
\Vhen he pot the stone over 


the trolley he reached up, seized the 
dangling wire and attempted to pull 
it down. As he did bo he received a 
sudden shock so severe that it drew 
both of the unfortunate boy's hands 
up to his breast, and with a moan he 
sank to the ground, unable to shake 
himself free from the wire's deadly 
embrace. 
His frightened 
brother 


quickly attempted 
to 
free 
Willie 


from 
the wire's grasp, but- a by- 


stander, fearing he too would be 
killed, stopped him. 
A passer-by, 


however, broke the wire with a stick 
and then carried the dead body into 
the house, where he had left his par- 
ents just a few minutes before. 


A Grief-Stricken Family. 


When they saw their son brought in 


dead their grief knew no bounds, and 
they threw themselves on the lifeless 
form and wailed piteouslv. 
Dr. Her- 


man W. Faber. of 3091 South Broad- 
way, was hurriedly summoned, but 
when he arrived he pronounced life 
extinct, and declared that the boy's 
death must have been instantaneous. 
When the doctor looked at the dead 
body in the front room of the three- 
room apartment 
occupied by the

The doctor found, how- 


ever, that the wound which had caused 
the boy's death was a hole about one- 
half inch wide down to the bone in the 
boy's left breast just over the heart, 
where the current must have entered 
the body from the wire just as the 
boy'b hands were forced up to his 
breast when he first caught hold of 
the wire.

Edward Lane's Opinion. 


Edward Lane was renonunatod Tues- 


day by the Democrats in the eighteenth 
congressional district for congress. Lane 
has served the district in congress sev- 
eral terms and has demonstrated that he 
is without ability for that high office. 
In addition to his lack of ability he has 
developed into a crank on free trade, 
state sovereignty, fiee coinage of silver

those who have expressed themselves 
upon this traterty on statesmanship, 
none put it quite so forcibly as Tom 
Reed. This is what he said: 


The presentation by the senate finance 


committee of eighty-one pages of amend- 
ments, apparently more than 400 in num- 
ber, is a delicate compliment to Mr. 
Wilson and the house of representatives. 
It virtually says that the house bill was 
right, except on four or five hundred 
points and that the senate committee 
after a month's work finds 400 mis- 
takes in its own bill. 
This 
will 


hardly tend to 
restore confidence 


in 
the 
country, 
especially 
as 


every amendment smacks of either prior 
ignorance or present barter. 
It seems 


impossible that a document so con- 
structed as te show traffic in every item 
should be permitted to see daylight in 
one batch. It would have been wiser to 
have let the matter come before the 
country, item by item rather than ag- 
flomerate the greedf ul total in one bunch, 
evidently it will be the duty of the 
senate fully to investigate these pro- 
posed amendments, for when a com- 
mittee of finance refuses hearings be- 
cause it knows intuitively all thing, but 
finds by some kind of back-stairs influ- 
ence that it has made 400 mistakes, it is 
evident that the committee will bear 
watching.

CHANGE IH THE CHURCH. 


Agreement Beached to Improve 


the Methodist House of 


Worship. 


The members of the First M. E. church 


held a mass meeting in the lecture room 
last night to take definite action on the 
proposition submitted to sell the prop- 
erty or make improvements which have 
been proposed. All agreed that there 
would be no sale of 
the 
church, 


but that there should be a rearrange- 
ment 
of 
the 
interior 
on 
the 


plan outlined 
in 
the 
REPUBLICAN 


some weeks ago. It is that a gallery 
shall be put in and that there shall be a 
change in the entrances at the corners. 
At the next meeting of the official board 
proper steps will be taken to hasten the 
improvement. 


THE PASTOR'S POSITION. 


Rev. D. F. Howe, the pastor, is quoted 


as follows on the result of the meeting: 


"The reason I called the meeting was 
to obtain from the congregation a defi- 
nite understanding as to the policy they 
intended to pursue in the matter of im- 
provement, so I would know what to 
expect and formulate my plans accord- 
ingly. I can accomplish nothing per- 
sonally without their co-operation, and 
I told them frankly if they intended to 
pursue a negative policy I wanted to 
know it, and if they intended to pursue 
an aggressive policy I wanted to know it. 
My action in that respect was not in a 
spirit of dictation, nor did it partake in 
any way of the nature of an ultimatum, 
as has been stated. When I came here 
last year it was with the intention of 
doing the best work of which I was capa- 
ble in my field of labor, and building up 
the church and serving its best inter- 
ests, as is manifestly my duty. It is the 
duty of the church to provide a build- 
ing sufficient to the needs of the work 
to be carried on, as well as to look after 
the parsonage and missions. 


The need of a better church building 
has long been conceded. Our member- 
ship now numbers over 1,000 souls, and 
while it is true that the building is large, 
enough to accommodate the congrega- 
tion which may gather at most any reg- 
ular service, that is not all that is re- 
quired. The building is an old one and 
faulty of construction. 
It is very hard 


to speak in and I do not think either 
myself or any other pastor could or 
would be willing to enter upon a full 
term of five years with the prospect of 
the hard labor involved in preaching in 
such a building. I know I could not 
endure it. But that is really one of the 
minor considerations. 
"The accommodations are totally inad- 


equate for the Sunday school work. If 
we had the room we could easily have a 
Sunday school of 800 members. How- 
ever, the congregation is alive to the 
growyig needs of the hour and I am glad 
that I shall have their hearty support. 
No official action was taken at the mass 
meeting, as that is not the Methodist 
manner of proceduie, but it is under- 
stood that active work will be commenced 
as soon as practicable. While it is true 
that I would probably not have con- 
sented to remain had the congregation 
held to a negative policy in the matter 
of improvements, that fact had no bear- 
ing whatever on the call for the meeting 
or the action taken.''

pastor of the First Baptist church, this 
city, passed away in death Wednesday 
May 9, at Riverside, California, agec 
about 40 years.

The message which was quite a shock 


to Mr. Buckingham and R. 8, Bohon, 
who were the first to read it, came just 
as the members of the Baptist church 
were gathering in the chapel to attend 
the prayer meeting sen ice. The chapel 
was nearly tilled. Going to the prayer 
meeting Mr. Buckingham read the 
telegram to the congregation. It was 
quite a shock to everybody. 
The 


people were stunned by the news. They 
glanced at each other and all were quiet, 
until W. A. Holman, the leader arose and 
read the 45th Psalm. 
Prayers were 


offered by Thomas Hays, Dr. Howard 
Wood and E. A. Gastman, when the 
meeting was dismissed in sorrow and 
sadness. After dismissal friends spoke 
tenderly of their pastor and in a measure 
voice'd their deep sorrow. 
Going away 


from the chapel all felt that they had 
suffered a personal loss, for they had 
learned to love Mr. Torrey as a brother. 


It will be recalled that Rev. and Mrs. 


Torrey left Decatur April 1st for River- 
side, Cal., for the benefit of the minis- 
;er's failing health, due to enlargement 
of the liver w ith dropsical complications, 
rle had been in poor health for several 
months, but it was only near the close of 
the Chapman meetings, in which he took 
a very active part, devoting nearly all of 
lis time to the success of the special 
services, that his condition excited 
alarm. In the course of the meetings 
le complained to brother ministers of 
lis condition, stating that ho had a 
eeling of heaviness in his right side 
and at times had extreme difficulty in 
>reathing. It was observed by many 
hat Mr. Torre} looked badly, and 
:ho advice generally was that he should 
seek rest and a change at once. 
He 


started for California, and his entire 
church and citizens generally wished him 
a speedy return in perfect health. News 
rf his condition leeeived by letter was 
not encouraging, but scaicely anybody 
anticipated that he would be taken off 
o suddenly by death. Our people were 
lopeful that the change of climate, the 
est and treatment would result in im- 
ir9\eraent if not complete restoration of 
health. 


The deceased was a native of Che- 


mung county, New York. He was mar- 
ried at Norwich, N. Y., and lived in New 
York city for several years, where he 
represented the Home Life Insurance 
company. Next he entered the employ 
of Durkee & Co., chemists, and had 
charge of over 100 men in one depart- 
ment. He was always engaged in Chris- 
tian work, and he became pastor of the 
Baptist church at Norwalk, Conn., where 
he was remaikably successful. 
He 


came to Decatur from Norwalk in Octo- 
ber, 1890. He was a Master Mason in 
Macon Lodge No. 8 and was secretary of 
the Decatur Pastors' Association. He 
leaves a widow, who is a sister of Rev. 
E. B. Rogers, of Springfield, also a step- 
mother and a half sister who reside in 
New York state. 


The death of Rev. Mr. Torrey,removes 


from the Decatur ministry one of the 
roost energetic and popular pastors the 
Baptist church has ever had. By the 
result of his work and the high esteem 
in which he was held by his people and 
citizens generally he had demonstrated

petition, and he had promptly answered - -Yea, 
If couched In proper language.' He had also 
offered to Introduce any ot Coxey's bills—al 
though he did not believe In one word of them 
That message had been carried to Mr Coxev, 
and be bad replied that h« did not desire to

Insenalblo on a Fubllo Road. 


ST. Louis, May 10 —When the Frisco

They found that the ladies had been 


thrown from a vehicle in which they 
were riding, by arunaway horse. Miss 
jadie Jessup was found to be very 
>adly and painfully injured, having 
sustained a severe shock from her 
iudden contact with the ground. One 
of her limbs appeared to be broken 
and she has doubtless sustained fevere 
nternal injuries. 


Her sister and Miss McGulre were 


'ound to he less seriously injured, the 
atter's injuries being comparatively 
slight.

The Daytonians were aboard the 


Visitor, owned at Put-In-Bay, and the 
Leroy Brooks, owned by Count Wm 
Rehber£,of Middle Bass island. Beside 
the Daytonians on board were .Tames 
B. Peebles, and party from Cincinnat 
and a party from Louisville, Decatur 
New York and Chicago. The steamer 
Ina with ex-Mayor Mosby and party 
of Cincinnati, anchored off Middle 
Bass. 


On Monday these boats went to 


Pelee island to visit the Lincoln club. 
There Dr. McCorinick, the Canadian 
consul, has an assintant, Frank Wai 
ter, who gave permission foi them to 
fish. The party construed it to mean 
for four days 
The consul intended i 


for one day only. The consul refused 
to grant clearance papers to the boat 
and while parleying with him the gov 
ernment ram Petrel seized the Brooks 
and Visitor and thair officers, disman 
tied the machinery and proceeded to 
Amhurstburg, where the fleet now is. 
The fishing parties were released and 
proceeded to Sandusky. 


The Ina was warned by a passing 


boat that the Petrel was after her also 
and escaped into American waters. 


It is believed by the Daytonians that 


the secret of the whole affair lies in 
the fact that heretofore the greater 
part of the crowd there have been 
stopping at Dr. McCormick's hotel. 
This year they are with a rival. Never 
before, they say, was there the slight- 
est objection to fishing made by Dr.

On the telegraph page will be found a 


statement coming from Dajton, Ohio, 
referring to the capture of two pleasure 
steamers having on board Dayton, Cin- 
cinnati, Decatur and other parties who 
were off on a fishing excursion Tuesday 
near Put in-Bay, close to Canadian wa- 
ters. Both steameis were captured by 
the Canadian cutter, and it is expected 
that the property will be confiscated. 
The members of the fishing party were 
out in small boats at the time the 
steamers were taken. 
The telegram 


in the city papers gives the im- 
pression that all of the party, number 
ing fifty, were placed under arrest; but 
subsequently they were released and all 
wont to Sandusky, Ohio. In the party 
were State's Attorney Mills and W. H. 
Starr, who went to Cincinnati Saturday 
to go fishing with their friend, B W. 
Campbell. 


The episode, which is looked upon by 


the Americans as a species of persecu- 
tion caused by the meanness of a hotel 
keeper, attracted the attention of the 
authorities at Washington, The fishing 
is free three miles from shore but when 
fish are caught inside the boundary ar- 
rests may follow. That is the law.
